"LOOK BACK TO 1897" 

T HE MONTREAL HERALD recalls 

that when the Liberals came back into 
power in 1921, Mr. Fielding, as Minister of 
Finance, reminded the House of an experience 
which he had before the Liberal budget of 
1897 was brought down. A deputation, he 
said, waited upon him. They came to him 
and pleaded that the Government should not 
touch the tariff at all. They pointed out the 
inlerblending and interdependence of interests. 
All interests were interwoven into a network, 
they argued, and if the Liberal Administration 
tbuchcd the tariff at all, "dreadful things 
would happen." 

• , Mr. Fielding remarked that if the deputa¬ 
tion's views had been acted upon, no tariff 
(jhatiges would have been made. But the Gov¬ 
ernment of that lime did make changes, im¬ 
portant changes, in the direction of freer trade. 
For many years afterward the people of Can¬ 
ada flourished at they had not flourished for 
years before. So. on the return of the Liberal 
Party to power. Mr. Fielding asked any manu¬ 
facturers who might be disturbed, “to look 
track" to the record of 1897 and to remember 
that the alarm which they then felt was un¬ 
called for." and he urged that it was as uncalled 
fc>r to-day. 

His words may well be recalled at the 
present juncture, when so many dire prophecies 
are being made concerning tariff changes. 

SAVE THE BEACHES 

P ERSONS who enjoy our beaches are look¬ 
ing to the City Council for some action 
next week when the question of pollution of 
ddal waters will come up. 

Garbage of all kinds and dead animals 
are being washed ashore along Dallas Road, 
making the beaches there places of filth and 
ipipleasantneu. The evidence is there: and now 
it is up to the City Council to take steps to fix 
the responsibility and have conditions rectified. 

It is a matter of dollars and cents to 
Victoria. Our salt water beaches constitute 
qne of our great natural assets, an asset such as 
every city cannot have. From sentimental and 
business reasons we cannot afford to let that 
asset be impaired. " 

Analysis of the vote at the elections last 
Sunday in Germany indicates that about 
13,000,000 of the 29,000.000 voters regis¬ 
tered approval of the Dawes-McKenna repara¬ 
tions recommendations. This majority was 
obtained by the socialists, democrats, centrists 
and falkspartei candidates, all of whom were 
pledged to support the plan.

SOCIALISMS DEFECTS 

T HE publication n abort time ago of an 
arresting volume. “Dmnocracy nt the 
Crossroads," by Dr. F. J. C. Hearnshaw, 
professor of history in King's College, Uni¬ 
versity of London, has been followed up by . 
the publication of "Democracy and Labor" by 
the lame author. 

In this book Professor Hearnshaw deala 
with the defects of socialism. His points are 
pertinent because of the inaccurate notion some 
people have that Britain is now under a socialist 
'government, because labor party leaders, most 
of whom arc not socialists at all. are in office. 

The defects which Professor Hearnshaw 
finds in socialism may be summed up in this 
way: 

I. The psychology of socialism is wrong: 
Socialism does violence to such natural and 
irrespressible human instincts as love of liberty, 
love of property, love of emulation, love of 
offspring.' 

2. The economics of socialism are wrong: 

1 he socialist theories of value and surplus 
value are false theories; the socialist doctrines 
of land, capital and labor, or rent, interest and 
wages are all distorted by class prejudice: of 
foreign commerce and international finance few 
socialists seem to have any conception at all. 

3. The history taught by socialism is 
wTong: It is engrossed with economic factors 
to the exclusion of those more spiritual: hence 
it u,perverted by the grossest inaccuracies and 
partialities. 

4. The sociology of socialism is wrong: It 
absurdly underestimates the influence of char¬ 
acter in determining human destiny; it is at 
open war with the proved results of modern 
biological research. 

5. The politics of socialism are wrong: 
Socialism, while professing to seek the good 
of the community as a whole concentrates all 
its attention upon the interests of a single class, 
attacking all the rest in person and in property: 
it aims at an equality which is to he secured 
by the leveling down of all that rises above 
the swampy flats of the proletariat. 

6. The .ethics of socialism are wrong: 
They are selfish, materialistic, utilitarian, 
opportunist. 

Professor Hearnshaw is not a book pedant 
writing in a cloister. His conclusions are 
drawn from experience gained in testing out 
theories on conditions. As a result of (Dr 
publication of his earlier books he was invited 
to address labor meetings in Glasgow,. Liver¬ 
pool. Cardiff. Stocknort. Gravesend. Halifax. 
Southampton, and Hull-on-Thames. 

"I came back to London," he said, "with 
the conviction that socialism and its offshoots 
have no real hold on the English workingman 
and no very strong hold on the w*orkingman ol 
Scotland and Wales. And least of alt in 
Canada, he would add if he had come here.

INSECTS’ "SOCIAL SENSE- 

From The Manchester Guardian 
/"CERTAIN species of insects, whose life Is 
passed in the closest company of their 
fellows, have so strong a “social sense” that 
they cannot live alone. The observer of bees, 
for instance, has known for a long time that 
bee* which are taken from the hive and segre¬ 
gated soon perish, even when they have abund¬ 
ance of honey and are well cared for. 

Several experiments of this kind have been 
made with bees, humble-bees, and wasps Bee* 
placed singly or in pairs in receptacles of 
vart«»m HiTlll "- and und er f>»t m«fi—favorable 
conditions, died In one to five days. No differ¬ 
ence could bo observed whether the bees were 
young or full*grown. Worker* or bumble bees 
nr wasp* kept under the same conditions died 
almost as quickly. On the other hand. Insects 
which have not the same dependence on a so¬ 
cial life, could be kept alive under such con¬ 
ditions for wWeks. This is the case, for in¬ 
stance. with female humble bees and wasps 
that have Just survived the Winter and are 
Just about to pass to nest building, or with 
allied species that habitually live alone, such 
as solitary bee*. 

It has now been established that the death 
of these socially minded Insects Is not caused 
so much by their being alone as their being 
deprived of their building and nursing activi¬ 
ties. Ants kept singly have been known to live 
for weeks, provided they have opportunity to 
tend their young and If earth la at their dis¬ 
posal for building purposes. If one of these Is 
absent their life Is considerably shortened; if 
both are absent, they die in a few daya, even 
when kept In companies of two or four Individ¬ 
uals. A further circumstance which shortens 
the life of bees Is the absence of a queen. This 
seems to have a similar effect, also, on com¬ 
munities of bumble bee* and waspe.

It wns 'more than ten year* 
later before the movement for 
the advance of nursing begun by 
Florence NightIngnle^in Kngl.iud 
spread to America. Training 
schools on. the Nightingale plan 
were established then In ths 
eastern ear * te n of America. 

To-day thers Is a greater de¬ 
mand for the property trained 
nurse than eyer before. In fact 
the demand is nearly u* great 
»* during the world war. when 
all the resources of the country 
were concentrated upon one ob¬ 
jective—victory. 1’nendlng rails 
for x Isitlng. school. Industrial. 
Institutional, and private nurses 
ran he heard from all sides much 
faster than students ran be 
turned nut to answer them. This 
Is forceful evidence that the* 
attitude of the community has 
long since passed that milestone 
in its conception of the service 
of the nurse which marked' the 
eArly days of the training (Ch.nl 
days when her ministration* to 
the sick In the hospital or a« a 
private nurse, marked th** limit 
of her seryicesbleness. 

The community how expects 
the nurse to teach social and 
personal hygiene, and to work 
with the physician to pswvent 
disease as well aa to cars for

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Trant Tells of Terrors and Excesses of Paris Commune 


Sound of Cannon Grows Closer 
Excesses of Commune 
Churches Pillaged; Tombs Desecrated 
Overthrow of Vendome Column 
“Les Bastilles de Paris’’ 

The Week of Terror 
Tuileries in Flames 
Paris Captured 
Mad Fury and Slaughter 
Eating Raw Meat

THE grand thoroughfare* *»f Pari* 
mould have been almost deserted J 
but for the galloping about of the 
«’(immune'* orderlies. 

AH the public office* had been ap*'; 
propria ted. and tha mounted me*- I 
■•ngera cantered between them on 
richly caparisoned horse*, themselves j 
In fantastic dree*, with an air of Im- j 
portancv that was ludicrous. 

Ths messenger* were supple¬ 
mented by uldes-de-cump and others 
who galloped furiously down the 
Champs-Kly sees and along the Hue 
de Rivoll. as they came from the 
battlefield with despatches from 
their superior* The*e men always 
brought "good news." But wc att| 
knew better. Liny by day the sound j 
of the cannon and the noise of bat - , 
tie grew more and more distinct; , 
shell* begun to fall bi the Avenue 
de* Champ** Klysee*, ahd we realised 
that the «*n<l was nigh. 

The Commune, as it saw it* troop* 
being driven back, shewed it* chucr- 
rin by excess** in Imitation of the i 
revolutionists of 1719 The red flag 
was displayed on every public build 
lug. Banks, insurance offices, and 
other establishment* were laid tin- • 


der contribution. .The churches were 
pillaged. the tomb* desecrated, and 
vkulla and human bones plied in 
heaps at the door* of these edifice*. 
Newspapers dared to ciiri.-uc 
the Rbtlon* of the Commune were 
Suppressed; thoee that support, d 
them were subsidised. Rent* were 
i• milted, private property was abol¬ 
ished, capital--w*a to be socialise-!, 
bo Close was the Imitation of tl.e 
early revolutionist* that the ordlp- 
ary calendar was abandoned, and 
one with Its Germinal. It* Thermldor. 
and so on was substituted An at¬ 
tempt was made to restore the prac¬ 
tice of wearing "caps of liberty,** but 
this wee a failure. 

COMMUNISTS' RULE 

I Then came the overthrow of th • 
Vendomme Column because It was a 
Bonapartlst memorial, which I wit¬ 
nessed from the balcony of U'or’h. 
the dressmaker, whose establishment 
was then getting. Into working ordrr 
again. It was a silly thing to do. but 
ha* some Justification, however. In 
the fact that its restoration Is not as 
a Bonapartlst memorial. 

Then. again. ;•* a token of enmity 
to the government, the house of. M. 
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Thiers was destroyed, an act of van¬ 
dalism for which not one word of de¬ 
fence can be said. Reprisals were 
adopted because the Ycraalllals were 
killing all the men they wounded or 
captured; but on this question of re¬ 
prisals the Commune was weak and 
did not always carry out its threats. 
Among the hostages were the Arch¬ 
bishop of Paris and some orlest*. 
These the Commune had not lie 
courage to execute by wav* of r-pql- 
*al. but when all was nearly over. >n 
their fiendish desperation they shot 
these venerable men. and for this 
mad act ths stain of a foul murder 
w»H never be effaced from i!w Com¬ 
mune. 

SHELLS FIRED PARIS 

On Palm Sunday 1 bent to scs the 
procession of young girls, clad In 
white, goljyr to the Church of 8t. 
Itochc to take their flrti communion. 
I shall never forget their plea-tint 
faces as they sang "Hosanna to Cud." 
Hul hark' What Is that? Boom, 
boom! Again. "Hosanna to Qo-V 
end again. "Boom, boom?" It wi* 
l-'ort Vulofien that had opened lire, 
and contributed an awful t^com* 
punlment to a child's hymn lies- 
vrn. Day-by day th# firing increased, 
.ind the shells often fell rather too 
near one to be comfortable Persons 
become used to dodging then*, how* 
ever, by practice, and I wu* thus able 
to watch Fort d'lssy. the batteries nt 
Mon tret out and Fort Valerian de# 
troy the enceinte and batter' the 
rampart so effectually that at th* 
Pont du Jour, the gate* of Blllan- 
court, Paeey-Auteull. Ht Cloud, and 
thereabouts, there was scarcely a 
building Intact. Nearly all were de¬ 
nt royed. many were burned by the 
bursting shells, some of which struck 
the west front of the Arc de 
Triomphe. and others set fire to 
houses far down the Avenue de* 
Champs-Klysees. All this was done 
bv the regular troops; ths Com¬ 
mune's troops never fired a shot In 
these directions; and the petroleum 
mania had not yet distorted men's 
iu lament to the question. "Who did 
tljla thing?" 

AWFUL RUIN 

About this tima I had arranged to 
vpend a day wlih M August# Des- 
rnoullns. The appointment, however, 
was canceled, /because iny friend was 
-ummoned to 7 the death-bed of his 
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father-in-law. Pierre Leroux. the 
"John Blight of Francs." the co-edi¬ 
tor with Oeorge Band. Many y«*ts 
ago Leroux bad opposed Thler's bro- 
noaal to fortify Paris, and urged inai* 
Jin money.should be devoted to de¬ 
veloping the resource* of Frauco bv 
tbc construction qf railway*. 

"No." said Thiers. "I have been to 
Kngland. and I have seen the •a‘l_- 
way from Birmingham to LlverpooL 
It Is u child's tov that will not lact 
twelve months. Let us not frlt’er 
away our resources In such trifle*, 
but let us make Paris, the hewn of 
France. Invincible agHlnst unv for¬ 
eign foe. so that if Europe, yes. the 
whole of Europe, ehouhl say to 
France. ‘We will do this or we will d;, 
that without you.' then France should 
•ay to Europe, ye*, to the whole ot 
Europe. 'War.'" 

Leroux vainly urged that the gun* 
of these "bastille* «U* Parts." as he 
called them, might be turned on tla 
i.eople of Paris. 

THIERS PROTECTS PEOPLE 

"No." thundered Thiers: "these 
guns are for th# enemies of France. 
• nd tl\e statesman that would dare 
to turn them agalntt the people of 
Pari*, even were he euccessful. would 
deeervediy pass Into oblivion." 

Ahd now. as Leroux lay on hlf 
death-bed. the very cannon of "l«* 
bastilles de* Paris." that had proved 
useless against a foreign foe on th* 
first sttempt. were directed "gainst 
the people of Paris, anl by the very 
man who scouted the Idea us an im¬ 
possibility: and Pierre Leroux. with 
flic lealitatlon of hie fears dls'.urbiru 
l..v dying moments. p«*«te«l away 
smld the horrors of whu hs foresaw 
would be the result of a policy of 
bluster and blunder. Surely there 
wra* the handiwork of Nemesis her¬ 
self! » ' 

ENQLI8H LEAVE PARIS 

About this time the British resi¬ 
dents were Informed by Sir K B. 
Malft. then second secretary at the 
British embassy in Paris, that (he 
protection of the flag was with¬ 
drawn. All of them were counvelej 
to return to England, and pecunluiy 
menu, of doing so was offered to 
those who needsd help. Tola con¬ 
vinced me that the entry of the 
troops was close at hand On the 
night of May 21 t was With a friend 
at a cafe near the Tuileries. when 
one of the National Guard entered 
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and said quickly. “They are In." and 

• f know that this was several duy# 
Lafore they were expected. 

Paris had been captured by a stir- 
oris*. I said "Am plalslr" to my 
friend, and promised th meet him the 
next day. but I never saw him ngain. 
H»* wus among the victims of the 
week of terror that had begun. 
FIGHT IN CITY 

Early next morning (Tuesday* I 
was awakened by a terrible cannon- 

• *»<!!«* In the street below. (1 lived at 
the acute angle where the Rue d‘4r- 
genteuil glide* Into the Rue Ht. Hon- 
ore). I hastened forth, and found 
••gross prevented In one direction bv 
the National Guard. And In another 
by the fighting then going on. Ilv 
taking Insignificant by-streets, how¬ 
ever. P was able to reach the Place 
de I’Opera. The Vergalllnla were close 
at hand They had taken the sta¬ 
tion of Bt. Lasare. and were uuehlnx 
rapidly eastward. A shell falling on 
a barricade In my Immediate neigh¬ 
borhood. wounding some men and 
killing others, mused ths barricade 
to be abandoned and obllgod me to 
beat * retreat. 

I reached the Place Vendome. which 
was then but poorly guarded, and was 
allowed to pass, but found the Vsr- 
saiflsls in possession nf the Rue 
Boissy d Anglu*. near the British 
embassy, and as fighting wh* still 
going on. 1 could proceed no farther. 

It wa* sometimes difficult tGtell «n 
whose possession a barricade was. 
because when the tricolor is' folded, 
the red is outsldo, and U looks Ilk* 
"drapeau rouge." 

The TuJIerlgs was In flames, so I 
made my way to th# Hue de Rivoll. 
By dodging behind the columns of tne 
arcade I waa enabled to reach the 
famed barricade that stretched from 
th# corner of the Tuileries Gardens 
.it-roes the street. From here I saw 
the guard* shelling the Faubourg Ht 
Germain, on ths south side of the 
river, and they had thus already set 
Are to several buildings. Home of 
the gunnerf were mere boy*, who. 
when there was a louder report than 
usual, clapped their hands, saying. 
"That Is a good on#." Ilk*school¬ 
boys playing with cannon two Inches 
long. From this point also 1 wit¬ 
nessed the shelling and consequent 
firing by the >>***111*1* of the Minis¬ 
try of Finance and neighboring 
buildings by misdirected shells, a fact 
of which t earnestly ask the reader's 


M*t *«M 

remembrance, for a reason that brill 
shortly appear. 

CITY 18 W.RECKED 

On returning to my residence 1 
found that during my absence a shell 
had carried away a portion of the 
balcony of my room*. Missiles of all 
descriptions were literally pouring 
into the street, and the shower In¬ 
creased In intensity during the whole 
of the afternoon and evening. While 
In the streets in the morn(pg I had 
been able to see something of the 
plan of operation* of the regular 
troops. They avoidsd the great 
streets, and pouring a torrent of men 
on th* smaller barricades iu the nar¬ 
rower streets, obtained possession of 
these; then breaching the houses 
(with cannon when necessary, by 
which means several house* were 
fired), they secured access to the 
wide thoroughfares at places where 
they could attack the barricades In 
reveres. 

NO SLEEP IN PARIS 

As though th# horrors above de¬ 
scribed were not sufficient to remind 
us of our perilous position, patrol* 
of the National Guard paraded th* 
streets, wsrnlng us to put out all 
lights, not to close the window-shut¬ 
ters. and to leave the doors open— 
precautions taken either so they 
might easMy ascend to the chambers 
to shoot from the windows, or that 
they might see if the VerssIHai# 
adopted that plan. Ws were alto ad¬ 
vised not N to go to bed. This wsrn¬ 
lng was quite unnecessary.s. Shells 
were falling with such rapidity, set¬ 
ting a house on fire here and another 
there, that the front room# were 
abandoned under the mistaken Idea 
that the back room* were more se- 
gOfs; and when theee were found 
untenable, my fellow Inmates sought 
refuge In the cellar. In these cir¬ 
cumstances sleep was an Impossi¬ 
bility. 

On the following morning. Wed¬ 
nesday. 1 again sallied forth. The 
first sound that fell upon my ear was 
"Vlv# la Ligne!" and turning round 
the comer of my dwelling-pises were 
the soldiers of the line, who for two 
hours hod advanced in single file 
along the Rue St Honor*, keeping 
close to the houees. thereby finding 
shelter from the mltralUe that was 
poured against them from a barricade 
a little farther on. These bluecout* 
moved thus along this narrow street 
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me! down that pnasage. convolving 
like a huge serpent fastening on the' 
city. Everywhere they went they 
w#r* received with cheers. 
TRICOLOR FLIES 
The tricolor was hoisted out of the 
windows of the great shops, that had 
been closed during the last two 
months. After the infantry came 
batteries of artillery, and after these 
nquudrons of cavalry. A hall wan 
made at tl\# spot (above Indicated) 
where 1 was standing, and the com¬ 
manding officer, a young fallow., 
smoked a cigarette and consulted a 
plan of instructed* 

Just then two of his men dragged 
toward him a person who. the crowd 
said, was a communist. "Pulslllex- 
lo!" cried out the throng, and the of¬ 
ficer (I was standing close to him) 
sold. "Oul. fuallles-le f " <1 little 
thought that before long I should 
hear ths seine command given as re¬ 
gards myseJf.) In less time than i« 
occupied In recording the fact, the 
poor wretch was dragged a few 
yards away; one of the men put the 
musgle of his chassepot underneath 
the victim’* akull. the barrel along 
hla back; the other soldier stopped 
end pulled the trigger, a report, a 
smoke, a groan, and with protests of 
Innocence on hla lips the soul of the 
poor victim passed away. The crowd 
cheered lustily, end cried. "Vive la 
Ligne!'' 

FICKLE POPULACE 
I knew the face* of many of these 
people. They were neighbors of 
min* A few months before. 1 bed 
heard them croak themselves hoarne 
with "Vive I'Empire." "* Berlin": 
«|h*n followed "Vive la Repubtique." 
and after this "Vive la Commune." 
and now It waa “Vlv# la Ligne." 

Two hours after this I was as used 
to seeing men similarly shot a* In 
younger days I had been to see cruel 
•choolboys stoning frogs on a holi¬ 
day afternoon. 

"Bos la Commune!" shouted some 
soldiers of the line, pointing to two 
brothers In the Rue Ht. Honore. who 
were Immedlatley shot, the needless 
formallty of half a minute's trial be¬ 
ing dispensed with. 

A man standing at the comer of a 
street heard two officers talking of 
ths* brsven- of ths troops. 

"Tea” said the loiterer; "If your 
men had fought like that against the 
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I Prussians, all this would not havq 
happened." 

The officer pulled out hie pistol and 
shot him. 

"Our army has behaved heroic¬ 
ally." hji id M. Thiers. "We execute 
with the law and by the law.” 

"Where's your boastnd liberty?" I 
of a friend, a Frenchman* 

Taking off his shoe, he searched f.w 
inside of It very minutely, and the*, 
•kid, "It has been there for the Inst 
two months, but 1 think It is lost 
now." 

WHOLESALE EXECUTION 

The method of formal execution 
by young cigarette-smoking colonels, 
a* above Indicated, was the usual 
kind of execution. The honor of a 
firing-party waa reserved for a few 
persons of distinction, such ns Mil- 
Here, who had resigned h‘- seat as 
deputy for Paris In the National As¬ 
sembly to become a (member of th* 
( ommune. He waa placed in front of 
Ine Pantheon, and with arm raised 
cried. * \ Ive le peuplc!" There was 
a roll oLynusketry. w murmur. «nnd 
he was dead. 

As I was walking awny from ths 
sad spectacle I met Mr Holt White 
of The Pall Mall Gnxette. who said 
to me. "I am sorry 1 am too late. I 
wanted to see Mlllier* People say 
he looks so much like Jeaus Christ. 
STREETS RUN BLOOD 

We then witnessed a sight that 
made us both shudder. Up to the 
previous day the fight had been go¬ 
ing on beneath a glorious sun and a 
cloudless skv. I was astonished to 
find how few traces of the carnage 
were to be seen In the street* Th# 
reason ws* that th# sunshine had 
dried the blood and It had become 
covered with a concealing' layer of 
fine dust. Now. however, there had 
been showers of rain, and ths effect 
was as If the very stones of Psria 
were bleeding afresh Near the Pan¬ 
theon. at a r-»ot where several men 
had been ahot. blood was trickling In 
sluggish sireums to the gutter. Sol¬ 
dier*. fatigued with the day's mas¬ 
sacre. reposed on the wet pavement, 
URlng It also as a dlnlng-table. W* 
saw them eating raw meat, which 
they were too fatigued to remove 
from the streams* of blood that 
trickled about it—a sorry banquet for 
M. Thiers' "heroes"!

MOVEMENT HAS GROWN 
THROUGHOUT THE 
WORLD 

(Continued from png* 11) 

_tnsnogenient yjyniiy that vf_ 

Ht. John of Jerusalem, prevailed. 
The*e provided that the ndmtn- 
latrstor. rector or mkater. fcd- 
sides being gfneral eiipeiInten¬ 
ded!. was responsible for all 
hospital property, money and 
money deposited for *afe-ksep- 
Ing. It wus also his duty to re¬ 
ceive patients and usalgn them 
to their proper place In the ho* 
pltal. 

Rich and poor, soldiers and 
citizen*. Jews and Mohammedan* 
alike must be admitted. Hos¬ 
pital Attendants were ct limes, 
obliged to go Into the street# an.I 
search for the maimed and in¬ 
jured. The regulation* provided 
that the alck should never be left 
without attendance; that ser¬ 
iously III be removed to a private 
room, while similar provision 
was made for maternity patient*. 
That due attention was paid t.. 
eleanllnea* and comfort. Is evi¬ 
denced by records of lietha. I*ed 
• linen, and heating by mean* of 
/Ire-places end braslers. 

FREE FROM DEBTS 

Not content with the nbov* 
regulations, the hospital authori¬ 
ties nf Ireland provided for 
further requirements’ In keeping 
with Irish thought and senti¬ 
ment. These known as the 
Brehon-laws provided that 
amongst other things, hospital* 
shall have at least four door*, 
be free from debts and there must 
be a stream of water traversing 
Its middle That whosoever in- 
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flirted bodily Injury* upon au¬ 
nt her. had to pay for his main¬ 
tenance in case he required ho* 
piial attention That dogs ami 
fools and female Molds be kept 
nway from the patients, lest 
they be worried. 

During the earlier hospital 
history, medical oiul surgical ■ 
treatment was ministered partly 
by ecclesiastics, but as medical 
schools and universities de¬ 
veloped. this was entirely re¬ 
moved to the hands of th* 

- especially trained physicians and 
surgeons. 

Hospitals at this time, os to- 
dsy, were not self-supporting, 
and to* meet expenses they were 
commonly endowed with lends 
and . revenue bearing property, 
wmie In certain countries special 
taxes provided revenue from oil. 
wheat and aalt. Private dona¬ 
tion*. bequests and charitable 
associations assisted In revenue, 
a* to-day. A very important re. 
qulrement of all such hospitals 
hen as nqw. was the chapel, a 
provision for the celebration of 
religious dutlgl of patients and 
attendants. 

THE REFORMATION 

With the Reformation, hos¬ 
pitals suffered much by the up¬ 
heaval. and many passed out of 
existence as such, or becamv 
under the control of the state 
or sovereign while others clung 
to their original status. Never- 
theleaa hosnltai prpgra^ In these 
ages received a severe setback, 
which howover. only served m 
stimulate at a later date, s moTe 
» intensive movement, and marks 
th* beginning of secularisation 
of hospital* and various other 
modes of administration in ex¬ 
istence to-day. 

It la worthy of note that the 
general requirements of hos¬ 
pitals. s* to design, location, 
management and regulations, 
etc., of that period dlffn only | n 
detail to the preyent-duy admin¬ 
istration. but that detail so 
marks the value of experience, 
study, science, co-operation and 
sacrifice that the end result* of 
the labor* of those it.atliutiui•« 
must of necessity III compare 
with that of the mod *rn tw**i»- 
U«th century hospitals. Due 
credit, however, must be given 
to the endeavor of that perlou 
f* r Its sincere effort to alleviate 
the sufferings of mankind in 
accordance with their enlight¬ 
enment and the limited progress 
of science. , 

Th»* charitable and ecclcslaa- 
tlcul aspects of such Institutions 
was ns prominent then as to-day. 
and the unselfish and untiring 
efforts of the attendants there¬ 
in lacked nothing In seal in en¬ 
deavoring to maintain th# his¬ 
torical relationship between the 
church and the art of healing. 
MOVEMENT IN AMERICA 

Coming nearer home the first 
of the churches' hospital* to be 
established In America was built 
In the City of Mexico about 1524 
A.D.. while the first to 
erected In th# United Htates was 
In 1651 on Manhattan Island 
In 1431 the Hotel m vu at Hll- 
lery. near Quebec, marked ths 
beginning af the hospital move¬ 
ment In Canada. Thla Institu¬ 
tion was later moved to Quebec, 
where it still standi. In 1664 the 
Hotel Dleu of Montreal was 
founded by Jeanne Manes, an* 
II must be remembered that for 
two cdktturisa It ws* the only 
hospital in Montreal. V. 

Founded for the poorer c!as% it 
was from the beginning endowed 
with funds and landa #o that pa¬ 
tient* were udmitted without 
charge and given all medicines, 
care and treatment throughout a 
, period of 260 year*. 

This briefly - -sketc h es tb* 
earlier history of the great 
movement which to-day is 


spread throughout the length ana 
breadth of the universe. 

And. Indeed, there are few 
corners of civilisation or even 
tlenity is scarcely known that 
the service of the Sisters' Hos¬ 
pital la not within a reasonable 
distance of travel. Htatlstics of 
lb# m«*i)y of such hospitals • 
throughout the world are not 
wanting, but for -practical pur¬ 
poses I shall confine my remarks 
to the United States and Can¬ 
ada. these countries being rea¬ 
sonably within our observation. 
THE BISTERHOOOB 

Thera are to-day in Canada 
and ths United Htstes 700 Catho¬ 
lic hospitals, which constitute 
more then flhy per cent of the 
l>eda of all hospitals In these 
two countries. On# hundred and 
thirty dlfferentofdera of sister- 
hdbds conlrdf* and supervise 
these hospitals with a combined 
total of 20,000 Mister# minister¬ 
ing to the sick and a similar 
numb*:- of lay nurses. 

About 4,00o,000 patients pass 
through thrlr door* each year. 
This strength alone makes It 
apparent that there Is a full 
warrant for s separate and inde¬ 
pendent Catholic Hospital As¬ 
sociation. Of which I shall apeak 
later. This strength warrants 
the requ e st for a wider recogni¬ 
tion of Catholic hospital service 
and broader consideration of 
their ch arity . 

As In the earlier history, be¬ 
fore mentioned, their doors are 
open to all. regardless of creed, 
poverty or wealth. For their 
sa a tlH M Od growth and progress, 
there enn be no other satisfac¬ 
tory explanation than the tire¬ 
less. patient, whole-souled, de¬ 
voted service of the nun* 
There Is no salary list for th# 
Htstora. no earthly financial re¬ 
ward. every dollar saved by their 
relentless efforts goet to build, 
repair, or Improve an ln*tltutlon 
for humanity. Those who for 
controversial reason* maintain 
that Misters receive no salary, 
arc Indeed proclaiming a terres¬ 
trial truth. 

The centre of mtr Mister*' Hos¬ 
pital, whether architecturally or 
figuratively. Is the chapel. Hers 
all corridor# must converge.

. Unfortunately, Indeed. Is the 
nurse who loses reverence for 
sacred things, and who own look 
with cold Indifference upon * 
body hopelessly wrought with 
disease end a soul crying for 
light and comfort. The chapel 
and spiritual side of sisterhood 
and the sweet Influence of re¬ 
ligion has ever been the means 
of dispelling the nervous flooot 
of patients so dangerous to their 
well-being, and physical rocov- 
ery, while countless thousands 
of souls have been strengthened 
or saved ss a result of th* influ¬ 
ence of hospital environment. To 
Florence Nightingale, who spent 
considerable time In th# Stater*’ 
Hospital In Paris, is attributed 
the following words: "1 appreci¬ 
ate the strength of religion In 
work for the sick. 1 do l^lle-c 
that religious motive Is essential 
to the highest kind of nurse." 1 
fthe attributed-much of her suc¬ 
cess In the Crimean War to the 
help she reeclved while with the 
Slaters of Mercy. Thus briefly, 
to sum up the Ideals of a Bisters’ 
hospital teaches us that a diag¬ 
nosis that falls to find room for 
disease cause# In the soul l« In- 
ronv-lst«. 

To turn now to the purely sci¬ 
entific aspect of their work. In 
the past Sisters had only to be 
good housekeepers, and kind 
and patient nursea. but with toe 
re r et wtl cns tn medlml arlenre in 
the last few yearn, hospitals have 
grown Into pathological, bac¬ 


teriological and dieteitcal labor¬ 
atories. and this calls for more 
trained workers and skillful 
technicians The Sisters are en¬ 
deavoring as speedily a* pdsalble, 
to rise to the standard of re¬ 
quirement. Practically every 
floor of a Misters' .hospital to¬ 
day Is supervloed by. a trained 
and graduated Hlster. Many of 
the laboratories and X-ray de¬ 
partments are solelv In the 
charge of on* of their number, 
especially trained In the work. 
S'Qt because they excel, but 
rather because of the dtfflcul- 
tlee of securing permanent and 
competent technician*, and also 
for economic reasons. Their 
policy as regards to scientific 
development Is to lack nothing 
In their equipment, within rea¬ 
son. to aid the physician in ftla 
diagnosis *nd treatment, but es¬ 
pecially that the patient, the 
most important Individual in the 
field of activity, should have 
the benefit of the most up-to-date 
methods for the study of his case 
and the hastening of his recov¬ 
ery. With this end In view ami 
after due consideration. It waa 
dsclded some five year* ago that 
It would be In the best Interests 
of scientific advancement, to co¬ 
operate with the American Col¬ 
lege of Murgeohs In th* hospital 
Rtandardlxation scheme. This 
step has done much to lighten 
the burden and entourage th# 
Bisters to gre a ter undertaking, 
and has Tjeen a great Th/TOTHCS^ 
for the betterment of their hos¬ 
pitals. and ha# placed at (He dia- 
po*a| of this influential and cap- 
nble body of surgeon*, their 
whole fund of resources and 
equipment. In co-operation with 
others. In order (hat the stand¬ 
ard of hospital progress through¬ 
out th# continent should b« In 
unison and upon a sound, eco¬ 
nomical and scientific basis. 

To date approximately SIM) of 
their hospitals have qualified for 
membership In the standard!**♦ 
non scheme, and co-operating In 
It# advantage 
THE ASSOCIATION 
Another Important step, far 
reaching in It# achievement* 
waa the organization *of the 
Catholic Hospital A*#ociatinn of 
United State# and Canada. Thla 
was accomplished in the year 
1914 largely through the effort# 
of the Reverend Father M«u- 
llnler. It# great founder and 
preqidept It# purpose I# to help 
the Catholic hospitals of United 
State# and Canada to study the 
whole complex problem# of ho»- 
pltai management and Institu¬ 
tional medical service to patients. 
The principles on which It waa 
founded, and under which It will 
endeavor to consistently develop. 
It# progress tn the development 
ami application of medical 
science for the well-being of 
huminlty under the guidance of 
the true and proven principles 
of ethic# and Christianity. It la 
represented In Jl# membership 
by hospitals, doctor*, sister*, 
nurses and chaplains, and hns 
grown from a membership In 
1916 of forty-two hospitals and 
twsnty-three individual member# 
to a present-day membership yf 
over 5do hospital# and 1.800 In¬ 
dividual member# 

The work of this association In 
many respects duplicates and 
Intensifies that of tbs American 
College of Burgeon#, but is In¬ 
tended to cover ground not 
specifically touched upon m their 
plan of procedure, such a# the 
shaping with precision and 
exactness, the ethlqa of Catholic

They have been the pioneers In 
the work of collectively caring 
for the alck and homeless The 
charity of the sisters :» an all- 
embracing on*, and tlulr suc¬ 
cess Is the fidelity to their two¬ 
fold charge; namely |>eraona k t 
Ralvatloik and the constructive 
alleviation of human Ills, mental 
and physical. 

While their institutions and 
and aver will be private owned 
institutions their demand for 
public recognition ss a result of 
public service rendered, is being 
heeded more and more through¬ 
out. tha continent and almost 
without exception. where%-er their 
hospitals exist, and where the 
requirements necessary have 
been fulfilled, they have been ac¬ 
corded a large measure of public 
consideration nnd treatment, 
which Is so Justly coming to 
them. Much credit has been 
Justly given Hlster's hospitals for 
their efficient financial success 
This success varies a great deal 
In different Institutions and 
localities, and has been some¬ 
what erroneously ascribed to the 
saving of salaries gold In other 
Institutions.

,^£!nc* I am now- on (he financial 
question, you may pardon the In¬ 
troduction nf some rather pointed 
statistics as regards public ser¬ 
vice. Hod the Government of 
British Columbia been paying to 
Rt Joseph’s Hospital or Victoria 
a grant of 45 cents per hospital 
day. for the period of ten years 
preceding 19J3. they would have 
paid to th# InatltutloYi during 
that period of time lltG.IlqS) 
1 Hiring the year 1922 alone, under 
similar conditions they would 
have paid to 8t Pajil'a Hospital 
of Vancouver, -the sum of 180.- 
000 covering 62.550 hospital days. 

Thes# sums of money would pf 
necessity have to be aparrtf from 
the public treasury During the 
year 1522 St Raul’s Hospital 
gave 10.924 hospital days free 
treatment to indigent patients, 
while 8t. Joseph’s Hospital gave 
4.156 such days’ treatment 

Of the patients admitted to 
these hospitals during that year 
fifteen per cent alone were of 
Catholic faith. These statistics 
which I have quoted, though 
limited, are purely local ahd 
within easy means of da|ly ob¬ 
servation but differ In no wise 
to the general policies and Ideals 
throughout the continent and 
universe 

It may be Justly stated that ths 
Misters are conservative In adopt - 
Ing new and unproven policies 
and principles, but It must also 
be admitted that their onward 
march and progress is steadfast 
and solid. Centuries of experience 
and pioneer endeavor have taught 
them the fundamental principles 
of conservatism. Ample time 
and due consideration enter Into 
their undertakings, and It Is 
seldom that they have to retreat 
their footsteps. 

Hospital standardisation, with 
Us many requirements, has done 
much to acquaint the public with 
the magnitude of their unpro¬ 


claimed charitable accomplish¬ 
ments. both past and present 

This and Inter-assoclstlon ard 
co-operation with other bospitMl 
asaoclatlons great- and small has 
done much to broaden their 
Ideas, and enable them to ac- 
I Tnpilsh things In oohesinn and 
unified purpose, much more now 
than In the past. 

It must be ever remembered, 
however, that ths Misters are 
bound by fklth and tradition, (n 
th* fundamental principles of 
the church. Their conduct In 
each order Is governed by ths 
laws adopted by their respective 
founders, and ths enlightened 
supervision of their superiors, 
and their purposs, though similar 
to the natural scientific purposes 
of other holpitals. must and shall 
ever differ materially In s large 
and Important field of ethical 
and ecclesiastic#! activities, bith 
on the part of those who minister 
and those who ere ministered to. 

MEASURE OF CONSIDERATION 

Fbr this reason I bespeak for 
them a measure of consideration 
• nd forbearance, in all delibera¬ 
tions and concerted efforts for 
co-operative advancement. For 
whatever may be the difference 
In the Interpretation of hospital 

. administrative Ideals. let us in 
the true sense of charity, give 
the Blafers’ Hospital credit for a 
sincere Endeavor In the past and 
present to accomplish . many 
thing s -frr tttv p hys ica l, social.

He waa educated lo England, taking high honors 
kt Oxford, where he was a Balliol man. During 
the war he waa attached to the staff of the 
British commander-in-chlef. with the rank of 
colonel, and waa a member of the British head 
quarters mess. Entrusted on several occasions 
with difficult and delicate missions by the 
British government. Including his trip to ku- 
fum. he carried them all out successfully with 
advantageous bearing upon the ultimate Issue. 

Later, confidential reports were made by 
Ahmed Hassanein Bey to the Royal Geographical 
Society, covering especially tbs scientific remits 
of tbs trip with Mrs. Forbes. 

Last year he made a second, a camel trek 
of 2.200 miles, back to Kufara. aad oa Into 
a hitherto unexplored section of the southern 
part of the Libyan desert, discovering two un¬ 
known oaeee on the way to Darfur. 

The Kufara people encouraged llassanrins 
expedition, principally because they thought 
that he would never come back, and there world 
he no more visits to the sacred city. After 
eleven days of exhaustive trekking, some of the 
camels having died, hto expedition reached the 
unexplored oasis of Ouennt. where an Interest¬ 
ing discovery wee made. A collection of In- 
ecrlptlons of animals waa made from the rocks 
There were drawings of giraffes ostriches 
Hons, gazelles and other animals hut none of 
the camel. And yei Ouenat cannot be reached 
in modern times by any other means than by 
the camel. 

Another lap of 430 kilometres followed, with¬ 
out any wells. A heat ware again affected the 
camels and the water supply of the caravan. 
Only night traveling was possible, and the weary 
guides oftea lost all direction. Hassanein and 
bis followers were reduced to rags and In the 
last stage of exhaustion when they finally 
ragehed the upper reaches of the Nile with their 
eighteen tired camels. The Journey, which alto¬ 
gether occupied six months of last year, extended 
from the Mediterranean through Kufara across 
the entire length of the Libyan desert and 
thence to Khartoum and was a valuable survey 
of the trade route.

I A paragraph about the man and 
hia time. Isaiah prophealed to Judah, 
the southern and much smaller klng- 
| dorn. as Klljah had prophesied to 
the njrthern and much more power¬ 
ful kingdom of Israel. Judah was a 
petty state, back among the hills 
and away from the great lines of 
travel and traffic between the east 
and west; northern Israel waa right 
on tha world’s main thoroughfare, 
and all the armies marching between 
Kgypt and Assyria found her across 
their tracks. The world Empires of 
that day were Kgypt and Assyria, 
with Babylon for a time Assyria's 
powerful rival; of the three. Assyria 
was all-conquering. Tha two things 
always In Isaiah’s mind were—the 
impotence of hia own people against 
the forces playing about them, and 
the Omnipotence of hie God. Judah 
could do nothing of herself, but Ju¬ 
dah's God held down all the world 
activities to a divine purpose and 
made them serve the Interests of Hia 
Kingdom. Isaiah’s message la always 
a summons to trust and obedience, 
and Jehovah will bring His people 
through. 

He dates his call hy the death of 
King Usslah This king was ths con¬ 
quering hero of the South as Jero- 
j bnam II was of the North, and they 
j nere contemporaries. Like Jeroboam 
he a a* succeeded by weaker men. 
but while Jeroboam a successors 
J were wicked, and landed the nation 
in anarchy, txxiah’n ton. Jotham’ 
wa* a resolute defender of his realm, 
even though not as great as hia 
father, and Heseklah. though any¬ 
thing hut a genius, was a soldier- 
•aim of the moat heroic and devoted 
type. Betwen thee© two was Aha r. a 
type. Between theao two waa Ahas, 
a weakltpg._ 

t Isaiah's ministry ' originated Hi t 
| that vision of God described tn chap¬ 
ter « It came to him In the year of; 
King Uulah’a death. King 1‘xsiah; 
had been smitten with leprosy while ' 
trying to force hle'way Into the holy j 
place of the temple and had died 
a leper's death In separation from 
hia people. That tragedy brought I 

all Isaiah's hopes down with a i 

crash. To a youthful patriot like 
Isaiah. Imaginative and devoted be¬ 
yond his year*, the conquering king | 
was ths light of his eyas and the, 
hope of hia soul Uxalah'a achieve¬ 
ment* proved that Ood meant the 1 
best for Judah, and here was God's j 
instrument. Now he Is gone, he haa 
no successor and everything goes 
with him. At the moment when sill 
his earthly expectations had tumbled 
into ruin, the veil of tha temple was 
swept aside before the seer s eyes, 
and there sat Jehovah, enthroned 
surrounded hy the heavenly boat. 
From that time on. lealah'a hopes 
centered In God alone. The best earth 
could offer had broken under the 
weight of Its own success: God alone 
1 waa foundation firm enough for a 
peoples safety. God cleansed him. 
snd then called lilm Into Hia service 
In a way that brought out Isaiah's 
own Initiative, and from that time 
onward he la God s man in a trying 
and sinful age 

The core of hlft message Truat 
In God ind keep faith with man. Tha 
one Involves ths other. Hu*udlne*«. 
diligence and fskh ought to charac¬ 
terise the nation that has with It 
the God of all the earth It does not 
need to be exclt«yf>ebout the scheme* 
or threats of petty princelings or to 
change Its course because of the 
movements of the Irresistible; God Is 
In command. The conduct of Ills 
people should be worthy of Him, no 
matter yhat oilier breeds may do. 
what He la. His people ought to be. 

For example, during a brief pause 
In Assyria's westward march, the 
kings of Northern Israel and of Syria 
combined against Judah (laalah 7). 
Kit her of them alone w aa more than 
a match for Ahaa’ little state and 
together (heir might was overphelm- 
Ing. and. aaya laalah. “the heart of 
the ktng trembled, and the heart of 
his people, as tbe trees of the forest 
tremble with the wind.*’1 Isaiah 7.3) 
Ahaa decided to call on the king of 
Assyria for help; it seemed the only 
way out of the danger Thla„ meant 
sending him all the treasure avail¬ 
able. and accepting him a# hia over- 
lord. Against this proposal Isaiah 
remonstrated with all the earneetuess 


of which he was capable, lie saw- 
dreaded Assyrian hosts moving 
westward anyway, and Syria and Is¬ 
rael were right In their path. "Why he 
asked, "pay Assyria to do what Assy¬ 
ria Is sure to do anyway? These 
two enemies from the north are only 
the remnants of burning fire-brands, 
and soon will disappear altogether 
Ood'e word Is to hold fast in patlsnt 
confidence, for deliverance le Just 
.at the door." 

Ahaa refused Isaiahs counsel; he 
poured forth his treasure to secure 
immediate relief by the hand of the 
enemy of all humanity. The Assyrian 
no sooner made one demand than 
he prepared for another, and the 
land was filled with cruelty and fear, 
and drained for decadsa of its people 
and Its treasure because of thla 
headstrong action. 

In the course of time the yoke of 
Assyria became Intolerable and the 
people sought for relief. The worldly- 
wisewho had backed Ahax In forming 1 
the Aaeyrtan Alliance, now demand¬ 
ed that it be broken, and another | 
formed with Kgypt. Again laalah 
protested. You have made the cov* 1 
enant. keep It Nest, your proposal 
la not only wrong, but foolish. No 
earthly power can stay the Assyrian f 
advance Kgypt Is a bulging wall, a 
broken reed that pierces ths hand 
that leans on It. Thla worldly wisdom ] 
Is national folly. It will bring the 
wrath of the Assyrian down on Ju¬ 
dah to no good purpose. Ride your 
time and trust In Jehovah "In re¬ 
turning and rest shall ve be saved: 
In quietness and In confidence *haU 
be your strength: and ye would nat.’’ J 
He warned them that the doom was i 
coming, and they went Into the very 
course In which he said It would i 
come. _ " I 

One picture more the city of 
Isai ah’s ^affections and Urranin. laa 
own heart’s home, waa Jemsalefo { 
It was ths city of David, the scene 
of Israel's ancient gtortea The temple 
was there, the centre of the worship j 
of Jehovah. In whose holy place he 
had seen Ihe Ixird All through his j 
minister) ha bad held fast to this 
position, the feet of the heathen 
shall not desecrate the shrine of 
Jehovah. They may conquer other 
nations and overrun the land around, 
but Jerusalem God will defend. Ix>ok 
at hia position. Kvery effort he had 
made to guide the nation Into a 
policy that would keep the city se¬ 
cure had come la nought He had 
advised against bringing the Assyr¬ 
ian Into Judah’s affairs, and they 
had brought hint In. Then, when In. 
he had condemned the breach of 
faith that would incur Assyria's 
wrath, and they had broken faith. 
At ewy turn they had hampered 
tha operation of the divine purposes 
by short -sighted action. Tow ard ths 
close of hi* reign Heseklah came 
round to taalah'a policy, but It seam¬ 
ed too late. The Assyrian was roused, 
convinced that he could put no faith 
in Judah, qnd determined to end the 
thing. Hia forces swept In like a 
flood and all the outposts of Judah 
fell. The surrender of Jerusalem waa 
In language offensive to every pa¬ 
triotic and religious Instinct tiaalah 
S«» Heseklah in despair cam* to 
laalah for reply. Here Is his answer 
to the Assyrian's taunt*.—"Thus 
satth the fyvrd. the virgin, the daugh¬ 
ter of Xlon, hath despised thee snd 
laughsd thee to scorn ...| know thy 
sitting down and thy going out and 
thy < omlng In and thy rage again*! 
me. and heenusf thine srrogawey la 
come Into min* ears, therefore I will 
turn thee hack by the way thou 
earnest*' i Isaiah S7.:»>. It wa* a 
splendid flight of faith —few loftier 
in history. In one night the angel 
of the> l«ord. apparently by a plague, 
wiped out the Assyrian army and the 
broken king returned home to fall 
by the hands of his own sons. 

The lesson Is clear —God can pro¬ 
tect Ills own. Men plot and strive 
against Him In vain P*alm 44 ex¬ 
presses Isaiah’s exaltation In this 
deliverance and It la a word of faith 
that haa lifted the Church's heart In 
all the aged since Trust In God and 
faith with men la the way out of 
•very difficulty, and those who honor 
God and walk worthily of Him will 
find his power with them In all the 
emergencies of life.

THE LIFE OF THE BROOK 
Passing through the light oakwooda 
behind Mount Tolmie I came across 
a little brook perhaps two feet in 
width.

To show you how scientist, often 
go about such work, we are pub¬ 
lishing the picture of a skull half 
covered with clay. This skiill be¬ 
longed to a man of the early days. 
It was found in a cave In the< little 
village of ('ro-Magnon. France, The 
cave wa. discovered by workmen who 
were building a road,In the village 

I.ook carefully at th* picture. On 
the left side, the skull Itself can be 
seen. In the right, you see the clay 
modeled outside th* skull. The model¬ 
ing was done by a man who had 
studied this subject deeply. He could 
tell how the face probably looked. 
Near hie skeleton, a number of other 
skeletons were found. Two of these 
belonged to young men. another was 
uf a woman whose forehead bore the 
mark of a wound from some heavy 
blow. Piece, of a child's skeleton 
were also unearthed In this cave. 

These people lived years ago. Much 
older skeleton* have been found, but 
the people of the Cro-Magnon cavern 
are of special Interest because they 
lived during the time those remark - 
• shle cave paintings and engravings 
were msde The Cro-Magnon men 
wero rather tall, average about five 
feet eleven Inch#*. .They had broad 
faces, but their nosAs appear to have 
been narrow and good-looking. Th». 
lower Jaw was thick and strong 

Their shin hones were long, which 
points to swiftness of foot Best of 
all. their skulls prqp’e that their brains 
were much larger than*those of most 
men wh6 had lived In previous age*. 
This fact fit* In well with their fin* 
ability as artist# and makchs of stone 
tools. 

Many more skeletons of people who 
lived at about th** same time have 
been found In other Oaves. For In¬ 
stance. In fou r gave* near Grimaldi 
were fourteen skeleton* of people re¬ 
lated In race to the Cro-Magnon The 
average height of the men In this 
group wa* six feet one and one-half 
Inches. 

Home of the ether men of that age 
were not so tall. For Instance. 

seventeen skeletons were dug up in 
the case of Xurlgnac, France The 
men averaged only five feet three 
Inrhea in height. 

STORY IN A BULL'S BONES 

In a museum at Copenhagen. Den¬ 
mark. there Is propped up tha skele¬ 
ton of a Wild hull which grased ln‘ 
the fields of Denmark a great many 
years ago. The bonea of this anlmul 
were found ia the bed of a dried-up 
lake. With the remain* were several 
arrow-heads. Two of the ribs showed 


The flax-plant grows wffd In many 
parts of Europe, usually standing 
about two feet high. Members of the 
tribes which dwelt In the Swiss lake 
villages learned that the inner bark 
of the flax stalk could be separated 
Into long thin strands. They also 
found that these strands could be 
made Into thread. 

To get the heat results, the stalk 
had to be soaked in water for several 
days, then dried in the sun and 
cracked open. After that was dope 
to a hunch of flax stalks, hundreds 


of thin strands of flax—each eighteen 
or twenty Inches long—were obtained. 

To make the strands strong enough 
for thread, they were twisted. The 
twisting was first done between the 
fingers, but this wss too slow. Some¬ 
one tied a stone or pebble at one end 
of a flax strand, and spun It around. 
This gave the strand a very good 
twist, but wss clumsy. 

Later U was learned that a round 
stone would spin best, and that a 
hole in the middle made It easier to 
fasten the strand. At this, point, the 
spinning-wheel was Invented. The 
first spinning-wheels, were small 


| round stones, from one to two inches 
i In diameter. Many of these have b*« n 
found In the ruins of Hwiss lake 
dwellings.

axes, hatchets and chisels 

The next step waa to build huts 
on. top of the platforms. The picture 
will give you an klea of how some 
of these hut■ are believed to have 
looked. They were more substan¬ 
tial than moat of the huta built <>n 
the land in previous time* In some 
lake villages there were hundreds of 
huts. From each village, one or 
more platforms led to the shore 

Many pottery Jar*, dishes and 
bowl* have been uncovered where 
the villages once stood. Rone hool.s 
are also among the debris, and these 
Indicated that the lake-dwellers need 
to fish from their house* Wooden 
boats and pieces of flahing nets were 
rnked from mud. Borne of the fishing 
nets were made of straw, others <•( 
flax fibers.
